With 14 Watts maximum output, 
PPS delivers up to 3x more power than USB charging cables. While 
convenient, USB charging cables can only supply a maximum of 2.5 
Watts of power. To use a common power term, USB chargers are 
really "trickle chargers". In other words, they don’t charge your 
battery as quickly as the adapter that came with your phone or 
handheld. With PPS attached you get a maximum charge in a 
minimum amount of time.
